As 
far as the necessity for impedance continuity goes, Johnson used them on 
their 800 MHz commercial mobile radios for years until they had to give in 
to the N mania. Do you suppose Johnson didn't understand what they were 
doing? One more kudos for the -259: When you find a used PL-259 at the 
greed fest with a stub of coax still attached it won't have any missing 
parts!

In the late 50s a radio obsessed kid on Long Island was heard on the first 
time under the call WV2BJK using a Globe Scout and a Hallicrafters S-38C. 
The band was 15m because the length of the roof was a half wave on that 
band. The entire 15m band would sometimes slide out of reach on the S-38C 
if someone walked firmly across the floor downstairs. 


That kid was of course me and I'm back in that house as I am every year at 
that time. Now I'm in my late 50s and my call is different but the 
obsession still burns brightly. 


After mastering 15m or perhaps after tiring of chasing 15m on the S-38C I 
tried 2m AM in 1960. I have found my carefully kept card file of each 
contact I made during that period. It makes interesting reading. It's 
amazing in these days when repeaters are considered the norm what modest 
equipment can do on VHF. 


According to the cards I worked regularly into New Jersey, once even 
contacting W2USA at Ft. Monmouth. Southern connecticut and upstate New 
York as well as most of Long Island were within my grasp. Best DX seems to 
have been Rhode Island and Pennsylvania. 


The equipment we used is equally fascinating. I had an Eldico mobile 
transmitter and receiver converted for base use feeding a 5 element beam 
(with skinny coax) maybe 40£t. above the ground. I had to run out on the 
porch to turn it manually and of course it swung back to where it really 
wanted to be as soon as I went back inside. 


On the other end there were lots of Gonset Communicators like those used by 
WA2BPL and K2IRS. WOBOQ popped up using a gooney box mobile - with a halo 
no doubt as we were all horizontally polarized. More advanced stations had 
commercial or home brew trasnmitters (with 829Bs abounding) and HF 
receivers with converters, some with the hot 417A tube in them. W3DJJ 
generated 100W with an unrecorded but doubtless home brew transmitter and a 
417A converter feeding a HRO. Odd combinations turned up like WA2FBAs 
Seneca - with a Communicator II as the receiver! But FBA quickly assured 
me that a 417A converter to go with his HQ-110 was in the works. In those 
days of abundant surplus military radios were fairly common. K2DQG used a 
TCS-12, presumably with a converter, and a SCR-522. W2BNX sat proudly 
before his auto tune ARC-3 and BC-342. 


While we were grubbing around at the low end of the band the future was 
unfolding at the high end. There pioneering hams who were almost all 
two-way radio techs were using converted commercial FM gear and building 
repeaters. It was an elite society that we traditionalists could not 
comprehend. I remember saying, "But... you always know who you will be 
talking to!". Now I'm sorry I missed those heady days on FM. 


I've checked a lot of the calls in my file via QRZ.com and it's amazing how 
many of us are still listed. Perhaps some of the guys I worked then will 
read this and fill in some details of those days. 


The most wonderful thing happened to us radio-obsessed kids on Long Island 
in the late 50s. K2BKO decided that we needed a place learn the code, 
sweat over the theory and play with radios. He founded Air Explorer Scout 


Squadron 466 on the now departed Mitchel AFB. The rotating beacon from 
Mitchel shined directly in my hamshack-bedroom window. Squadron 466 was a 
sanctuary, a playground and a classroom for us. We had command sets new in 
the box stacked to the ceiling. We had TBX-8s to take out into the field 
on field day. We had BC-611s to use at our camp outs. K2BKO rode a 
military Harley. And we had a big black motor-generator driven transmitter 
for the Squadron station. It was paradise and I often silently thank K2BKO 
and hope some day to return the favor to today's kids.

IThanks for the memories Dick. It's the crack of noon here, and I'm waiting 
for the rest of the family to get up to open presents (We were up 'til 5AM 
wrapping). K20RS's melodious voice from his classic "A Christmas Story" on 
TNTs annual marathon Christmas showing is taking me back to the late 60s 
when I listened to him nightly on WOR in my little attic hamshack while I 
was supposed to be doing my homework... 


I was a 15 year old WN2ZPS in West Nyack NY in 1967, and also remember the 
trip down to Washington Street for my General, which was followed by a trip 
to Cortlandt Street to celerate passing the test. I too, was one of the 
Novice 2M AM gang in the NY area, with a BC-625A, and a borrowed AMECO 
converter working with my trusty E. H. Scott SLRM. The 625A was part of an 
SCR-522 which was thrown in for free when I bought my first transmitter, a 
DX-40, from a ham by the name of Bob Neimier, of Queens, NY. Ran it with 
a HB 5 element beam, and also remember the thrill of working all the way 
down to Ft. Monmouth during a Field Day operation with it. It was the 
first surplus transmitter that I ever put on the air. It ran froma 
breadboard homebrew power supply that I built from junk TV carcasses 
acquired from my shop-rat activities at the local Motorola TV shop down at 
the corner. I think I used the power pack from our slot car set for the 
12V DC filaments and relays. In May of 67, I was introduced to real 
working military radios like the PRC-47, at my grandfather's WW I Signal's 
Corp's outfit's 50 year reunion at Monmouth. It must have been during an 
open house on Armed Forces Day.
